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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Office acknowledges the changes made to the specification and to the 
claims. All previous objections and 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd rejections have been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

2. Applicant's Drawings submitted on March 12, 2004 are unacceptable because 
they do not include the proper English text identifiers. However, since applicant has 
overcome the previous objections, drawings filed October 9, 2003 are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-29 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe or suggest a remote 
activity controller comprising a data interface and a label communicator as described by 
the instant application. The data interface is for establishing communication with and 
transferring data from an appliance to a contract partner having a predetermined 
relationship. The label communicator detects information data associated with a label 
of a measurement or therapy appliance wherein the information data comprises 
measurement data determined by the appliance, information about products, and 
network addresses of contract partners. A label is located at least one of on the 
appliance, in the appliance, and stored in a label album. The label communicator also 
includes means for creating a personal electronic health record wherein health data is 
entered on the basis of a predetermined scheme and instantaneous measurement 
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values, consumption values, and behavior patterns are added continually to relevant 
health data and stored. These along with further limitations set forth by the claims 
render the application allowable over the prior art of record.
